M. FE. Henderson, manager, of 
the Cucamonga Mesa growers, re- 
ported that his association shipped 
its first carload ‘of fruit Tues- 
day, and the Upland Citrus as- 
sociation will ship several car- 
loads this week end, according to 
Manager Harl Weatherwax.. 

Labor supply for the harvest is 
reported ta be excellent, with 
Mexican nationals from nearby 
labor camps as well as an ad- 
equate supply of local workers 
available, 

While the current market 
“not too good’, according to Mr. 
Weatherwax, the frost-free .win- 
ter ideal for citrus fruit has made 
for good quality in the oranges 
and the harvest is expected to 
top last year’s. 

Peak of the harvesting will 
come between March and May( 
association officials report. Peak 
of the lemon -harvesting. may 
come slightly earlier than usual, 
and is Serene in early April.

Central-Northern California na- 
vels continue to make up the bulk 
of citrus moving to market since 
only a relatively light volume of 





navels has gone forward from 
Southern California. First esti- 


mate of the on-tree crop of South- 
ern navels made by the Iield De- 
partment of Sunkist Growers in- 
dicates the crop will probably be 
in the neighborhood of 22,000 
ears for the industry or about 
5000 cars greater than the actual 
out-turn last year.

Extra ‘Services Of Public Agencies Here 


Should Be Curtailed If Costs Are To Be Cut 


Where and how to reduce public ex- 
penditures? 

We are told it must be done in Wash- 
ington. It might also be done in Sacra- 
mento, in San Bernardino, in Ontario and 
in Upland. 

If public money were not so easy to 
spend, we doubt if the state department of 
employment would have a young man cov- 
ering the district, calling on newspapers 
with iticonsequential news stories. 

A state-owned car, gasoline, office em- 
ployes. and other pay roll are involved in 
the little news story offered The Upland 
News this week. The news story contained 
the information for employes about the 
deadline for filing of the quarterly wage re- 
ports. These reports are to be in every 
quarter, We believe 99.9 per cent of the 
employers know this. We are not publish- 
ing the news item. We think it a waste of 
public money for such reminders to be of- 
fered. 

It may be only a few dollars or maybe a 
few cents involved in this agent's call at 
The News office. Multiply that by many 
times—and it still doesn’t amount to a big 
figure, maybe. 

It is not so much the amount of money 
involved in this case as it is the current ten- 
dency. to easily spend public money. 

A policy of “strict economy” would not 
permit such “services”. A policy of funda- 
mental economy would eliminate all but 
the absolutely essential phases of govern- 
ment.’

Most people recognize the need for 
additional classrooms and we believe the 
bonds will be approved. 

From a financial standpoint, however, 
we question the use of public school funds 
for anything other than for actual operation 
and maintenance of the public schools. If 
an absolute economy operation were in ef- 
fect, itis very likely many “extra curricular” 
expenditures might be eliminated. 

All the local newspapers are very eager 
to publicize the classroom situation, not only 
at Chaffey, but also in all elementary school 
districts. Many interested individuals, such 
as P-T A. members would also rally to the 
cause of personally spreading information 
about the critical classroom problems. 

We have been in an era of easy spend- 
ing. It is time to “put the brakes on.” 

Billions may eventually be cut off the 
budget. Locally, it may be possible to re- 
duce the local budgets by a few thousand 
doilars. The place to start is on the smaller 
items as we “see them.” 

We invite other economy-minded ob- 
servers to report to us any ideas they have 
as to where and how public expenditures 
may be eliminated.
